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THE RI.B.A. COUNCIL ELECTIONS 


OW best to secure proper representation on the 
H R.1.B.A. Council is a problem which still requires 
solution, and the fact that we generally get a thoroughly 

ood Council does not in itself prove that we have 
attained the ideal of a balanced Council representative 
of the varying interests which are contained within the 
Institute’s ranks. 

That diversity of interest is inevitable, and is, in 
itself, no bad thing, so long as a compromise of aims 
and objects satisfactory to all parties is arrived at in a 
reasonable manner. Unfortunately, there are indica- 
tions—the latest being efforts. at mass canvassing on 
behalf of blocks of candidates more or less pledged to 
certain policies—that this ideal of a united front is 
still far from being a fact. 


This state of affairs we, in common with all who 
genuinely have the good of architecture at heart, most 
heartily regret. The present difficulties have crystallised 
at a time when unity within the architectural ranks 
was never more needed, if architects are to consolidate 
that place in public estimation to which their training and 
qualities entitle them. It is therefore necessary that 
adjustments should be made which will remove or dis- 
prove the grievances which are felt by many official 
architects and salaried assistants within the R.I.B.A. 


The problem, we are aware, is not simple, for, in 
addition to some cleavage of opinion and outlook 
between privately practising and official architects, 
there are also points at issue between the two main sub- 
divisions—chiefs and assistants—forming the official, 
salaried group. 

How, then, may unity be achieved ? First, we believe, 
by the exercise of a greater degree of forbearance by the 
extremists of the two main groups within the Institute. 
Impartially placed as we are, we have full opportunity 
to see the increasing difficulties with which the 
private practitioner to-day isfaced. Insecurity is always 
at his elbow, with the exception of a favoured few, and 
he is among the first to suffer when trade conditions 
are bad, though by no means the first to profit by an 
advance. But the private practitioner is, and will 
always be, needed in the architectural scheme of things 
because of that very spirit of independence which is so 
often reflected in his design. Equally necessary, in our 
scheme of things to-day, is the official architect. 


Each of these main groups has, in short, a useful 
function to perform—a fact which we know to be recog- 
nised by the best elements among the private practi- 
tioner members of the R.I.B.A.,—and it is just those 
elements which we believe to be in favour of granting 
adequate representation on the Council to salaried 
architects ; the recent steps of establishing the Salaried 
Members’ and Official Architects’ Committees are a 
measure of their good will. 


We feel, however, that such evidences of good will and 
sense of proportion will run the risk of being invalidated 
if, concurrently with their expression, individual 
members of the Institute in responsible positions express 
personal views (to which they are, of course, fully 
entitled) on occasions which tend to create the im- 
pression in the minds of official and salaried architects 
that the views they express are, in fact, those held by 
the Institute’s Council. We do not for a moment 
believe that those remarks had any official backing, 
but we would say that the ideal of a united front must 
~ be abandoned if attacks on one group of members are 

permitted to be made within the Institute or elsewhere 


by other architects belonging to the same body and 
bound by the same code. 


The case of the salaried assistants is more complicated. 
While they share, or so we gather, the resentment of the 
senior architects already referred to, they also complain 
of a number of sins of commission or omission by some of 
their seniors. Among these are said to be non-recogni- 
tion of individual responsibility in buildings; certain 
defects in administration—principally the practice by 
which assistants responsible for the execution of works 
are debarred from the committees at which the jobs are 
discussed, and also the system of engaging large tem- 
porary staffs ; and the alleged practice, which we notice 
the A.A.S.T.A. claims to be prepared to substantiate, 
of restricting assistants’ movements between official 
offices in search of better pay and conditions. 


That alteration of these practices, where they exist, 
is reasonable will be felt by every fair-minded architect. 


Investigation has already been conducted into some of . 


the matters complained of by the Salaried Members’ 
Committee, though not to’the satisfaction of some of the 
complainants, if we judge by recent correspondence in 
our columns and by the report. of the annual general 
meeting, printed in the R.I.B.A. Journal. 


We do not wish to extend this rather distressing 
catalogue of differences: We have mentioned them 
because we have felt that it would be a forlorn hope to 
seek unity while such disputes, real or imaginary, 
remain outstanding. Unity there must be, however, 
and the differences must therefore be reconciled: So 
far as the salaried assistants are concerned, we believe 
that their case would be largely met by a proper and 
adequate representation on the Council where they feel 
their claims at present to be numerically inadequately 
represented. This position the A.A.S.T.A. has sought. 
to rectify by putting forward “on a ticket.” four 
candidates for the forthcoming elections. 


While sympathising with the salaried assistants in 
many of their claims, we regret that it should have been 
found necessary to run the group for election in this 
particular manner. Such a policy, if successful, can 
only have the result that private architects will also. 
combine for future elections, and the public be treated. 
to another fratricidal struggle. 


In our view, it would be both a just and far-sighted 
action if each successive R.I.B.A. Council—recognising- 
the fairness of the assistants’ claim for representation 
and the difficulty of their candidates in getting support 
from members, due to the anonymity of their posts— 
were to include in the nominated list selected representa- 
tives of the A.A.S.T.A. Grievances, if any, would then 
be fully ventilated in Council instead of recourse being 
had, as at present, to the columns of the professional. 
and even the lay Press. 


The present time calls for a great and sincere effort 
on the part of all members to adjust differences amicably 
and, preferably, in private. It is well to remember 
that all belong to a profession which jointly controls 
only some 20 per cent. of the building work of the. 
country, and which cannot be discredited in any one- 
part without the effect being felt by the whole. With 
good will and moderation, we see no reason why the 
differences to which we have referred should not be- 
completely adjusted. We may hope then to see once: 
again a Council composed of men who have secured 
election not because they happen to be paid in a certain. 
way, but because their characters and abilities deserve it.

‘The A.A. School of Architecture: 
Resignation of Principal. ; 

Tue retirement is announced from the 
post of Director of the School of Archi- 
tecture, the Architectural Association, of 
Mr. E. A. A. Rowse. Mr. Rowse was 
appointed Assistant Director of the 
School of Architecture under Mr. Howard 
Robertson in 1933, and became Principal 
of the School in 1936 on Mr. Robertson’s 
resignation. We understand that the 
Council have agreed that Mr. Rowse 
should relinquish his appointment before 
the end of the School year, and Mr. Fer- 
nand Billery has taken over the duties 
of Principal for this term until a suc- 
‘cessor is appointed. 

Applications for the position have 
already been invited in the Press, the 
final day for application being June 15.

‘The Law Courts: 
Extension Pro * 

Ir is announced that five new courts are 
to be provided at the Royal Courts of 
Justice. This extension follows the re- 
port of the small committee presided over 
by Sir Claud Schuster, appointed to con- 
sider the question of further accommoda- 
tion. Four of the courts are to be erected 
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at the west end of the Divorce courts 
and will be built on to the west wing. 
The existing masonry will be taken down 
and re-erected in the new building - to 
preserve the appearance of the present 
facade. This work is estimated to cost 
£41,000. It is hoped to begin the new 
courts early next year, and to complete 
them by 1942. In addition, the Bar read- 
ing room is to be demolished and an ad- 
ditional Appeal Court put up in its place, 
at a cost of £3,000. This scheme is to be 
started in the next Long Vacation in July.

Chartered Surveyors’ Institution: 
Sir Charles Bressey, C.B., as President. 

Str CHARLES BreEssEy, C.B., C.B.E., 
Chevalier de la Légion. d’Honneur, much 
in the public mind lately for his Highway 
Development Survey of Greater London, 
has been elected President of the Char- 
tered Surveyors’ Institution for 1938-39. He 
is the first Civil Servant to hold that office. 
Born in 1874, he was mainly educated 
abroad, and after being articled to his 
father (Mr. John T. Bressey, F.R.1.B.A.) 
he shared his practice in the City of 
London, and also acted as engineer and 
adviser to local authorities and various 
industrial undertakings. In 1909 he be- 
came a Fellow of the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution. At the outbreak of the Great 
War in 1914 he was gazetted to a com- 
mission in the Royal Engineers, and spent 
much of his time in handling negotiations 
regarding road engineering matters. with 
the French and Belgian staffs. In Novem- 
ber, 1919, he was invited to join the staff 
of the newly-formed Ministry of Trans- 
port as Divisional Road Engineer for 
London, and in 1921 succeeded to the post 
of Chief Engineer. Much of the respon- 
sibility for the Greater London arterial 
road programme fell to his share. Sit 
Charles’s service at the Ministry of Trans- 
port has covered a period of great activity 
on the part of local authorities in road an 
bridge building. Sir Charles Bressey wa 
knighted in 1935 and has served for seven 
years as a Member of Council of the Char- 
tered Surveyors’ Institution.

ted Incorporated Church Building 
nis Society: Annual Report. 

An article on ‘‘ Modern Churches and 
New Materials,” by Mr. Charles Spooner, 
F.R.I.B.A., is a particularly interesting 
feature of the Annual Report for the year 
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1937 of the Incorporated Church Building 
Society, 7, Queen Anne’s Gate, S.W.1. 

Mr. Spooner says: ‘“‘ When we see some 
of the newest efforts in architectural de- 
sign, we are apt to think that the old is 
better. Well, that may be so, but nothing 
human, and least of all art, can stand still 
—it must grow or it will not live, and 
growth means change.” 

Among the new materials Mr. Spooner 
mentions reinforced concrete as being the 
most important, being one which entails 
new forms of structure, and inevitably 
new, or different, character in the design 
of a building. 

The article is followed by an illustrated 
section which shows eleven new churches 
assisted by the Society during 1937 and 
gives details as to cost, construction, etc. 

The report states that nearly 70 grants 
were made during 1937 towards essential 
repairs. to ancient churches. Some of 
these churches are illustrated and include 
Louth Parish Church, Iver, Corringham, 
High Halden, Marden, Oxborough, Slap- 
ton, Stone, Gussage, Henham, and All 
Saints’ Church, Hartley, which last is 
illustrated on this page. The report is

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YORKSHIRE REVISITED. 


May 27.—This week has been more one 
of movement than of accomplishment. 

I -cannot remember, in my recent 
autobiographical outbursts, how much of 
my early life was given, but for the pur- 
pose of the “‘ Diary” it may be necessary 
to repeat that I was born in Knares- 
borough. Now, a brother who still lives 
in Yorkshire took it on himself to marry 
the daughter of a citizen of Wakefield, 
and I was duly summoned to appear at 
Wakefield Cathedral at 2.0 p.m. on the 
afternoon of May 23. 

At that time I thought of a friend 
whose parents live at York, and sug- 
gested that we both travel in my car, and 
that I stay-at York and go later to Wake- 
field. 

All of which duly took place and much 
to my delight, because to get away—right 
away from London by road and not by 
train—four or five times a year is produc- 
tive, or should be, of getting London (and 
in fact all cities and large towns) into 
something like correct perspective. 

Undeniably the English scene, particu- 
larly in May, is really lovely. It has 
that sort of loveliness which one cannot 
take for granted, but which almost forces 
one into audible praise. The agricultural 
towns are pleasant, and although towns 
like Stamford, Grantham, Newark and 
Netford may not possess the romantic 
elements of Polperro or Fowey, there is 
a satisfying appearance about them. 

But to approach the West Riding of 
Yorkshire is to me a depressing, almost 
frightening business. In my own case, I 
can feel the pull of very deep roots—the 
roots, that is to say, of my early youth. 
That is a feeling I do not like, but the 
other feeling—the dislike of the squalor— 
amounts to an almost immediate desire to 
leave the district without delay.

To. think of a county suggests a dia- 
gram, and to imagine Yorkshire you must 
read this rough map. 





Then you must further imagine the 
heavy woollen industries of the West 
Riding (towns like Leeds, Bradford, Dews- 
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bury,. Huddersfield, and so on), the agri- 
cultural plain of the East Riding leading 
towards the sea (towns like York, Malton, 
Whitby, Market Weighton, and so on), 
and the beginnings of that wilderness in 
the North Riding which reaches its 
climax in the Lake District. And in the 
North Riding there are places like Ripon, 
Whernside and Pen-y-Ghent. 


* * * 


Some of these names may not be strictly 
within the bounds of the Ridings I have 
mentioned, but the sense of things is 
there and in the sensing of the whole is 
probably to be found the clue as to why 
the industrial element should be so dreary. 

To me it is a shock—quite a definite 
shock—to drive through the best parts of 
Yorkshire and suddenly hit a town like 
Barnsley. The change is too sudden 
after an agricultural setting. I can only 
think that this is true because I have 
seen parts of London and the East End 
just as sordid and squalid without that 
quick reaction to get out that I sense in 
Yorkshire. The smoke, too, puts a grey 
pall over the towns, and the inhabitants 
are to me the human wolcanoes. 

Most people regard Yorkshiremen as 
being phlegmatic, but to me they are 
bursting with emotions. A_ violent 
narrow-minded, tortured race of people, 
and this industrial life can only make 
such a nature worse. 


* * * 


I saw all that while staying in York and 
attending Wakefield. The former town 
has little industry and a softer race; the 
latter is the beginning of something 
which arrives at an ugly climax along the 
Spen Valley. 

At York my host was a Canon of the 
Minster, so his house was alongside it, 
and, in fact, almost under it, I must 
confess to not having entered the 
Minster—possibly because I know it well 
—but the achievement of Gothic builders 
always leaves me staggered. York con- 
jures up a vision of monks working under 
a master builder with small blocks of 
stone, raising those slender piers until 
they began springing into vaults at a 
great height from the ground. The con- 
struction of Gothic implies a tremendous 
faith in their knowledge, and the element 
of spiritual endeavour which the buildings 
express proves the possibility of translat- 
ing spiritual faith in a concrete way. 


* * * 


We have somehow lost that element of 
Spirit. 

Things which we do not know now have 
previously been known. Other civilisa- 
tions appear to have had knowledge of 
natural law and the occult more finely 
developed than we have. This knowledge 
would appear to have given to these civi- 
lisations a greater clarity of mind than 
we possess and a resultant simplicity. 

For our present confusion we tend to 
blames the complicated existence we lead, 
but in point of fact a clear mind could 
utilise all the inventions we know and 
create from them the most progressive 
objécts yet known to man. In architec- 
ture this is particularly so, and the lack 
of Spirit is the reason.

THE BILL IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Qn Tuesday, in the House of Lords, 
Lorp CRAWFORD moved the second 
veading of the Architects’ Registration 
Bill. He said that the principal opera- 
tive words in it were that, subject to the 

rovisions of the measure, a person 
should not practisé or carry on business 
under any name, style or title containing 
the word architect unless he was a person 
registered under the principal Act. There 
were certain exceptions. The main part 
of the Bill was passed unanimously by 
their lordships last year, but failed to 
pass the House of Commons. This 
session the present Bill was introduced 
in the House of Commons and was 
passed there. The term registered archi- 
tect as laid down in the parent Act of 
1931 was now replaced by the simple 
word: ‘architect’? under the - present 
Bill. There were three types of archi- 
tects with a goodwill interest in the word 
architect—namely, naval architects, land- 
scape architects and golf-course archi- 
tects. Each of these were excluded from 
the Bill, and would continue to call them- 
selves by the name architect. There was 
also a wider exception which applied to 
four categories of engineers, members of 
the Institution’ of Civil Engineers, the 
Institution of Structural Engineers, the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, and 
the Institution of Municipal and County 
Engineers. In each case where a member 
of one of those bodies was in the service 
of a local authority and was responsible 
for the management or control of the 
architectural work of the local authority 
he would be entitled to use the word 
architect provided that one of the local 
authority’s servants engaged in architec- 
ture was a person registered under the 
principal Act. 

The second. portion ef the Bill dealt 
with the date of application for registra- 
tion. It allowed a ‘period of two years 
during which any person could make up 
his mind what he wished to do under the 
Bill. It established a tribunal, which was 
a court-of appeal to which any aggrieved 
person who thought he had not been 
properly treated was entitled to appeal. 
The tribunal consisted of seven persons. 
It was an impartial body, and no 
member of any architects’ society was 
entitled to serve upon it. The decision 
of the tribunal would be final. ; 

The Bill had removed any possible 
source of grievance, or the danger of a 
person: thinking his interests were 
aggrieved, by the establishment of the 
tribunal. 

The Bill had passed the House of 
Commons by an immense majority, and 
he believed that their lordships would 
give it a favourable reception. 

Lord AMULREE supported the second 
teading. He said that the Bill, which 
was formerly of a controversial nature, 
was Now: agreed in principle. At present 
any person, however uneducated or 
illiterate, might call himself an architect, 
and, as had happened in more than one 
Case, @ person unqualified to act as an 
architect had so acted. When the Bill 
became law, the subject would be pro- 
Perly protected in this regard. The 
movement for the training of young men 
and women for the profession of architect 

ad made wery noticeable advances in 
tage years.

: “6 been set up, and it was found that 

€ students came from all classes of the 
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community. Owing to the enlightened 
policy of education authorities in provid- 
ing technical schools, at which moderate 
fees were charged, any lad with brains 
could now become a qualified architect 
without any financial burden on _ his 
parents. 
The Bill was read a second time.

Mr. John A. Smith. 

We regret to record the death, at the age 
of 67, of Mr. John Smith, F.R.I.B.A., 
M.R.S.1.; of Nateley-hill, Hook, Basing- 
stoke. Mr. Smith, who was partner in the 
firm of Messrs. Wallis and Smith, of 
Basingstoke, was a vice-president and 
chairman of the Council of the Hampshire 
and Isle of Wight Architectural Associa- 
tion. Articled to Chas. Smith and Son, 
FF.R.1.B.A., of Reading, he studied at the 
Architectural Association, and was later 
assistant to the late A. Hessel Tiltman, 
F. G. Knight, F.R.I.B.A., and Sir Aston 
Webb, R.A. 

Mr. Smith was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Institute in 1907. He was architect 
to the Basingstoke Board of Guardians, 
and his chief works included Southamp- 
ton Isolation Hospital, of the competition 
for which he was a joint winner; Basing- 
stoke Borough housing scheme; Basing- 
stoke War Memorial; and Barclays Bank, 
Basingstoke. 

He was allso responsible for various 
domestic and commercial buildings.

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IN PERSPECTIVE 


By G. MAXWELL AYLWIN, F.R.1.B.A. 


1.—BUILDINGS AND MANNERS. 

. THE war cut its way through the fields 
of- memory like a new river, leaving 
similar: features on either bank, but 
creating a difiicult barrier to cross. We 
are often more obsessed with the fact that 
there is this stregm flowing between than 
with that more important fact that the 
country. on either side is of much the 
same nature, however much its features 
may have been obscured on one side. 
.-£hese who- were old enough to have 
explored one bank and young enough to 
pe; still exploring the other, have it in 
their- power to lessen that hurtful obses- 
sion that the war rubbed out a thoughtless 
past, and gave birth to a new and more 
intelligent future; for, social continuity 
is an-essential fact which cannot rightly 
be ignored. | 

- As one whose good fortune it was to see 
the best of both worlds in this way, the 
writer proposes to recall some of the 
atmosphere of those times, which seem 
so recent to those who knew them but are 
treated as ancient history by many who 
have. been born on the other side of the 
stream and, indeed, by some who knew 
them without appreciating them. 

It would surprise Many a young student 

to know how impatient with tradition 
were the young students of those times, 
and into what ready ears the teaching of 
such men as Voysey and Lethaby was 
poured; and with what interest the pro- 
gressive work of such men as. Edgar 
Wood, Adams and Holden, Smith and 
Brewer and Belcher and Joass was 
@xamined and admired. 
. These men made their mark upon the 
architecture of pre-war England, and 
their. influence can still be traced, though 
modified by that weight of traditional 
thought which was preponderant among 
the elders of the time. I can see no 
fundamental differences between the 
student’s outlook in those days and that 
of the young moderns, except that. the 
elders of to-day seem much more diffident. 
in asserting their inner convictions. 

As a traditionalist, and not wishing to 
masyuerade as anything else, I feel at 
the moment that it is a fault of the 
elders that we have a disproportionate 
amount of written opinion upon One 
phase of architectural trend which is 
quite unrepresentative of the average 
architectural expression of the times. 
From the. pages Of many _ technical 
journals; from the subject-matter of 
many lectures; from the text of many 
articles a stranger would imagine that 
England had already “ gone all reinforced 
concrete”; that the tile roof had been 
abandoned, and that the classic features 
which have persisted for 300 years An 
this country, and for nearly 200 years 
before that in Southern Europe, have 
seen their last days. 
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but a tour through the cCounuy with a 
special eye upon new work would tell a 
different story. For the most part there 
would be little sign of an architectural 
interpretation of reinforced concrete, the 
roofs are nearly all tiled, and classic 
features abound in charming wariation. 

This is the true picture which leads us 
to conclude that there has been no 
revolution, but that the change of style 
from pre-war to post-war has been slight 
indeed. It rests with the elders to see 
that the real nature of things is not 
talked out of court, and that there is not 


allowed to rise an Old and Young out-. 


look, with no sympathy between. 

My first recollection of architectural 
events was the award in the London 
County Hall Competition, which was 
published in my early months as an 
architectural student. Ralph Knott, of 
course, was the successful competitor. 
The award was an instance of an architect 
ignoring the prevailing fashion in plan- 
ning and getting ahead of his competitors. 
This was a grid-iron plan, which was 
much modified in execution. I remem- 
ber being much attracted by Warwick and 
Hall’s scheme. Most will appraise the 
executed building as fine, masculine 
architecture. The young man, Ralph 
Knott, has passed away before his time 
and his building has been completed by 
other hands. 

Another event of those times was the 
beginning of Kingsway and the Aldwych- 
crescent, now built up and lined with 
lofty buildings, but then only a few 
sketchy units and many hoardings 
marked a traffic artery which the con- 
servative Londoner was slow to adopt. 

The early buildings of the new Kings- 
way expressed the tentative attempts of 
the architect to respond to commercial 
needs, with small success, Belcher and 
Joass were beginning that bold church 
facade which still lacks its tower, though 
a fresh interpretation of the classics still 
delights. Just before the war the Kodak 
building made its experiment in 
functionalism, with considerable interest 
to the young explorers, though without 
becoming a landmark in architectural 
progress. 

After the war there was a brief but 
active stimulus at work in Kingsway, in 
which Trehearne and Norman, with 


‘whom Mr. T. S. Tait worked, took a full 
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share. This work was lively 
vigorous, and made a consid 3 
pression at the time. crable i 

To return to the earlier dec 
more, one of the important von te 
times was the new Selfridge Building. ap 
example of the American interpretatig 
of Beaux-Arts training. It represented 
an attempt to clothe the framed build; 
in a form harmonising with a literal use 
of the classics. It helped to recapture 
commercial development and must stil] | 
be regarded as a pioneer building of it, 
type not to be turned aside with cheaper 
gibes at its formal pretentiousness, 

Much about the same time Waring ang 
Gillows’ building was arising on the 
Hampton Court model, and still hand 
some it is, while Maple’s was being 
clothed with a_ liberal handling 9 
familiar forms. That plate-glass problem 
was much ig the mind of designers 
many of whom thought that the arch was 
the solution. 

A year or two later the B.M.A. building 
at Charing Cross shocked the conserva. 
tives and intrigued the young students, 
with Epstein making an early invasion 
into the field of progress. This was a 
remarkable instance of architecture and 
sculpture in harmonious alliance, quite 
unique in its day, and by no means dull 
in these sophisticated times. 

The tram tunnel under Kingsway was 
complete to Aldwych, and work was 
going ahead on the Embankment outlet, 
Now it has passed from single-deck use 
to double-deckers, and the then new out- 
let has been diverted to suit the new 
Waterloo Bridge. 

How we should have fought for the old 
bridge in those days! We loved it, and 
Somerset House and the Embankment 
Wall, and sketched and measured them 
from all angles.

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CENTRAL SCHOOL OF ARTS AND CRAFTS THE TOWN PLANNING 


ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 

‘ve any comprehensive idea of the 
aoe and interesting exhibition of 
students’ work atl the Central School of 
Arts and Crafts, Southampton-row, W.C.1, 
js impossible in a brief review, though 
jhere are many examples of work which 
merit attention. The exhibition includes 


industrial design, pottery, sculpture, 
stained glass, bookbinding, printing, 
furniture and lithography. There are 


examples of admirable work in the 
pottery section, and ‘‘ Slipware,”’ by A. 
Harding Green, is an attractive feature. 
A small example of wrought-iron work 
with inset panels of figures, near the 
main entrance, is quite good, while the 
rints shown in the wood engraving 
section would be improved if their fanci- 
ful design were- kept more close to 
Nature. Hand-woven textiles display 
considerable charm both in design and 
colour; others on the power loom should 
also be noted. In the printing section 
“publicity value ” too often prevails over 
artistry; particularly is this so with the 
book jackets shown. 

In the drawings from life, the expres- 
sion of the models is not vigorous enough. 
Of the sculpture shown, a head in plaster, 
by —. Macpherson, is an able bit of work, 
and a vulture carved in alabaster has 
merit. In a craft so exacting as litho- 
graphy, one in which the techniques of 
reproduction is so arduous, the drawing 
should be carried further than has been 
the case in some of the examples shown; 
nevertheless, there are many commend- 
able lithographs shown. 

What is noticeable ~ throughout the 
exhibition is the spirit of youth and 
ability. It is all very much alive, and 
points to the efficiency of the teaching. 

Science and the machine, which connote 
industrialism, aided by our ‘“‘ meddling 
intellect,” nevertheless impose their 
influence, having invaded the sphere of 
creative art, which they tend to submerge. 
The nearer the approach to preponderat- 
ing industrialism, the more serious the 
gap between it and independent per- 
sonality. ' ; 

To-day we are too near each other, and 
personality is suppressed. If only this 
representative School of Arts and Crafts 
could go into retreat, far into the 
country for a period, where the charms 
of Nature and solitude were more 
accessible, much of the debatable influ- 
ences of the city would be sloughed off. 
_ In this exhibition, for example, there 
18 an exhibit of “ power” textiles, dis- 
played in an ugly form borrowed from the 
shop window. There is, we suppose, 

publicity value ” in such display, but 
the textiles are far better seen without 
this embroidery ; in fact, they were better 
shown last year. It is not for a school 
of this standing to form its standards 
from the shop, but to withstand this type 
of pressure. 

We may even ask, looking round the 
walls: ‘What is art?’—so many things 
are mixed into it. The technical 
imgenuity of the photographic frieze, 
= was seen earlier at the Building 
entre, suggests no object that we can 
. with art and craft. 

ue in no way depreciating the 
general high standard te he sabe is so

a which are in their nature 
> a and therefore lack those more 
and traditional sanctions 





which are the security for the arts, and 
which should guide the student’s work. 
What may seem to him to be permanent 
and dominating, will ere long be super- 
seded, and his training should direct him 
to regard those age-long precedents, which, 
outlasting the fashions of the time, come 
down to us justified by their permanence. 
Though good craftsmanship is so neces- 
sary, art can, none the less, be buried 
under craftsmanship. It is a good 
servant, but a bad master. It was a great 
artist who discerned in the over-emphasis 
on craftsmanship a symptom of the 
decline of art! 

The exhibition, which will well repay 
a visit, remains open until July 1, from 
10 a.m. to 8 p.m.; Saturdays, 10 a.m. to 
noon. RB. H. 


A Note on the Architectural Exhibits. 


Domestic work predominates among 
the architectural designs, except for an 
ambitious scheme for the general lay-out 
of a new Victoria Station and surround- 
ing streets. Two designs are on view, one 
by Mr. F. W. Cross and a second by Mr. 
J. W. Grimes. Mr. Cross’s scheme 
appears to be a’practicable one. There is 
a large main booking-hall, with ticket 
offices on either side, and adjoining these 
are tea and refreshment rooms and other 
essential offices. In the centre of the 
great concourse, in line with the main 
entrance, is the indicator, which is easily 
sighted. A Royal lobby and waiting-room 
are also provided. Approach to the 
various platforms is roomy and direct. 
A certain severity prevails in the eleva- 
tional treatment, of which the main 
entrance forms a central feature, but the 
general proportions are good and suggest 
modern ideas devoid of eccentricity. 
Typical upper-floor plans show provision 
of a banqueting hall, general offices, bed- 
rooms, etc., all shown by a first-class set 
of drawings. Mr. Grimes’s solution has 
a good elevation on modern lines. 

Of the smaller schemes, the design for 
a Village Hall at Abinger Hammer, by 
Mr. B. Harvey, is very pleasing, with its 
great open timbered tile-hung roof and 
brick walls; the general proportion is 
excellent, and the design takes account 
of the fine scenery of the district. 

A block of four houses at Walthamstow, 
by Mr. N. Pertwee, has simple plans and 
good elevations, the whole in brick and 
tile. 

Among other schemes, a Cottage in 
Surrey, by Mr. A. G. Potter, and a 
Cottage in Kent, by Mr. J. A. Kelly, show 
promise. Two good models are exhibited 
—a modern house and a swimming-pool 
with a diving stage. Mr. S. B. Caulfield, 
F.R.I.B.A., is in charge of the architec- 
tural department. .

INSTITUTE 


REPORT ON NATIONAL SURVEY AND 
NATIONAL PLANNING. 


A SPECIAL committee of the Institute, under 
the chairmanship of the Rt. Hon. Lord 
Justice Scott, has recently completed its 
Report on ‘‘ National Survey and National 
Planning.”’ Copies of the Report may be 
obtained from the Institute, Maxwell House, 
11, Arundel-street, Strand, W.C.2, price 1s. 

The Report begins with a brief account of 
the history of the planning system in England 
and Wales, and shows how planning, which 
as a specific branch of public administration 


‘began with the Housing and Town Planning 


Act of 1909, has been developed in successive 
Acts, so that it is now being applied to about 
two-thirds of the land area of the country 
by about three-quarters of the local 
authorities. It also shows, however (a) that 
the process of planning is proving very slow 
and complicated, (b) that planning has 
throughout been regarded as essentially a 
local activity performed by local authorities, 
(c) that planning areas vary very widely in 
size and scope, and have been distributed 
rather by accident than by forethought, and 
(d) that, while regional aspects have to some 
extent been met by the use of joint com- 
mittees and the co-operation of county 
councils, the national aspects of planning 
have no place in planning law, and have had 


little or no attention in planning practice. 
The main contention of the Report—that 
national planning is urgently required to 


supplement and reinforce local and regional 
planning—is supported by an examination of 
the principal forms and agents of land utilisa- 
tion possessing national ‘significance, which 
shows that the existing -planning system is 
inadequate to deal with the national require- 
ments and problems which they involve. For 
the preservation of land for agriculture and 
for the reservation of national parks and 
other major open spaces powers and funds are 
insufficient, and there is no national policy or 
guidance. In the sphere of transport, the 
many large schemes of development which are 
proceeding or projected are being planned 
‘* compartmentally,’’ without proper relation 
to each other or to general planning require- 
ments, whether of the individual district or of 
the country as a whole. 

The most important of all aspects of plan- 
ning is that summed up in the phrase ‘‘ Loca- 
tion of Industry and Population,’’ and now 
under consideration by the Royal Commission 
on the Geographical Distribution of the 
Industrial Population. For this the planning 
system provides some measure of local con- 
trol, but national control and co-ordination is 
almost entirely lacking. ia 

It is concluded that neither the Ministry 
of Health nor any other existing Government 
Department could soundly be made respon- 
sible for the central reinforcement of plan- 
ning and its application in the national field. 
A new organ of central government 1s needed, 
and it is recommeded that it should take the 


- form of an advisory National Planning Com- 


mission, whose functions would be: (a) to 
compile and collate all necessary information 
(National Survey); (5) to advise and co- 
ordinate Government Departments, statutory 
undertakers and highway authorities; (c) to 
advise and guide local planning authorities; 
(d) to watch the gerieral progress of the 
planning system, investigate its problems 
(such as compensation and betterment), and 
make recommendations for its legislative and 
administrative development; (e) to formulate 
—as a basis for all its advisory activities-—a 
national plan or policy on broad and flexible 
lines for the allocation and distribution of 
major land uses and developments (National 
Planning). — aed 
It is recommended that the Commission 
should consist of a fulletime chairman and not 
more than six other commissioners, and that 
the principal members of its staff should be a 
deputy commissioner, and from six to nine 
divisional officers who would be responsible 
for maintaining contact with the local plan- 
ning authorities in their divisional areas.

EXTENSION TO THE LADIES’ 


CARLTON CLUB, S.W.

Tus well-known Ladies’ club— 
which, incidentally, with the excep- 
tion of the R.A.C., has the largest 
membership of any social club in 
London—has recently made very 
extensive changes and additions to 
its premises. The first of these 
¢ame in the summer of 1936 when 
the club-house was remodelled, re- 
decorated and refurnished through- 
out. The second, which is the sub- 
ject of our illustrations, was finished 
more recently. 

The Club caters for all kinds of 
persons, old and young, and it has 
4 very large number of country 
members who use it as their home, 
often for weeks at atime. Although 
it already possessed sixty bedrooms, 
some of which were complete suites 
with sitting-rooms and bathroom 
attached, it was desired to increase 
its bedroom accommodation. 


Separated from the club-house by 
the width of a fairly large mews, 
which was its private property, 
stood a large building, with a front- 
age and its own entrance from 
West Halkin-street. This housed 
the club’s spacious and charming 
swimming bath, which they had had 
built for them by Mr, Clough Wil- 
liams-Ellis some ten years pre- 
viously. Its walls and ceilings were 
Strong enough to carry a public 
8arage which the Club let off. It 
was this building then which was 
chosen to house the new bedrooms, 
and a scheme was prepared prin- 


<ipally with this end in view. 


There was, however, a further 
desire to remove a squash racquet 
court, which was occupying valu- 
able space in the main club-house, 
and to replace it with the addition 
of others in the new building. When 
the bedrooms were planned along 
the only two sides (the south and 
east) where light was available, a 
very considerable area was remain- 
ing which was discovered to be 
large enough to accommodate two 
single courts and—a great rarity— 
a doubles court. The next. step 
was to induce the garage owners to 
leave and all was then ready for the 
scheme to be put in hand. 

The bedrooms were planned ten 
to a floor, and the squash racquet 
courts ran through the height of two 
floors. The facade on the West 
Halkin-street front was remodelled 
as far as existing lines of the old 
building allowed, and the new 
building connected by a bridge over 
the mews which led most conven- 
iently to the recently remade cock- 
tail bar. 

The chief features of the new 
building are the very good chang- 
ing room accommodation, both for 
ladies and their men guests, and the 
unusually large space provided for 
spectators to watch the many first- 
class matches which will be played 
in the new courts. The men’s 
changing room was able to be so 
planned that it served the racquet 
courts and the swimming bath 
below them. It may be thought 
that the noise of the game of squash 


racquets made life in the bedrooms 
impossible. This is not so by rea- 
son of the double corridors’ which 
run down the length of the build- 
ing and very successfully cut off 
the noise. 

With the completion of this build- 
ing yet other changes were made to 
the club-house itself. The newly 
reschemed cocktail bar had proved 
@ popular success, so it was deter- 
mined it should be added to. The 
only way to do this was to put in 
a staircase leading to a large room 
above. It-is this room above that is 
shown in our illustrations. The 
staircase, which is in the form of a 
spiral, if anything added to the ap- 
pearance of the room below. The 
colour scheme for the new room 
was deliberately made rather more 
elegant than that of the room below. 
Cream, silver, blue and oak are the 
dominant colours chosen. Rugs, cur- 
tains and furniture were specially 
made for this room as they were for 
the new bedrooms on the other side. 
The work was ably carried out by 
the general ‘ contractors, Messrs. 
W. H. Gaze and Sons, Ltd. Sub-

halls provide accommodation for 
assembly purposes, music festivals, 
public meetings, amateur theatri- 
cals, etc. The large hall seats 
1,800-2,000 persons and has a stage 
for choir or orchestra, with organ. 
The small hall seats 700-800 per- 
sons, and has a stage for amateur 
theatricals. The halls, both of 
which are provided with cinemato- 
graph projector rooms and sprung 
floors for dancing, may be used as 
separate units or en suite. A re- 
freshment room, of 2,000 ft. super, 
is accessible from both halls. 


Pian. There were special reasons 
for adoption of the plan form. By 
placing the large hall at ground 
floor level of North-street and the 
small hall at ground level of New- 
street, which is 14 ft. below the 
former, it was possible to eliminate 
internal escape staircases. The 
surrounding promenades to the 
halls give complete circulation to 
the building and form a connect- 
ing link to the various units, be- 
sides protecting the halls from 
externa] traffic noises. The service 
road formed at lower ground-floor 
level gives access to the main 
kitchen and services. 


Construction. The building is 
steel] framed, faced with 14 in. brick- 
work. The main (north) elevation 
was faced with Portland stone, the 
plinths to the side elevations being 
in faience. The internal walls sur- 
rounding the halls are of 9 in. brick- 
work, the inner linings and parti- 
tions being of 4}-in. brickwork.

Roofs are steel trusses, boarded and 
slated. Floors are of hollow-tile 
construction, and balconies of rein- 
forced concrete. Windows and 
grilles are in anodised aluminium. 


FinisHines. The piers in main 
foyer are in 2 in. brickwork and 
the plaster walls are painted. The 
floor is terrazzo. The ceiling is 
expanded metal, plastered. The 
large hall has plaster walls distem- 
pered off-white.

The small hall has walls of

Services. The central kitchen 
supplies halls, refreshment rooms 
and artists’ rooms by lifts. Heat- 
ing is by plenum, augmented by 
radiators. Hot-water by electricity. 
Pipe runs are in accessible ducts. 
The contract for the main building 
was £109,000 (exclusive of furnish- 
ings, organ, kitchen equipment, 
stage equipment, etc.), which gave 
a price of approximately ls. 4d. per 
ft. cube.

WINNING DESIGN : BY MR. HAROLD R. W. ORR. 


THE award in this competition of the 
assessor, Mr. A. R. Fox (who was 
appointed following the death of Sir Guy 
Dawber, R.A.), was published in our last 
issue. The competition (in which the 
promoters were the Oxford Crematorium, 
Ltd.) was limited to members of the 
Berks, Bucks and Oxon Society of Archi- 
tects, and there were 20 designs sub- 
mitted. 

Following is the assessor’s report :— 

“The design placed first{Mr. Harold 
R. W. Orr] is that numbered (3), which 
is, in my opinion, the most satisfactory 
solution of the problem. The competitor 
has submitted a well-thought-out scheme 
with the working parts well dispositioned 
in relation to one another in regard to 
their functions. The approach into a 
porte-cochere with the waiting-room 
and lavatories adjacent is excellent, but 
I think that greater width will have to 
be given to the porte-cochere itself in 
actual practice. The placing of the car 
park in relation to the building is con- 
venient for all purposes. Some com- 


‘ petitors gave insufficient thought to this 


point. The elevations are simply treated 
and the buildings will form a pleasant 
group, regard having been given to their 
massing. The lodge, although well 
planned and simply treated, might be 
improved by rearranging the plan so that 
the living-room is not a passage-room 
from the kitchen to the rest of the house, 
and the elevations might have further 
consideration. 

“The cubical contents of the main 
buildings appear to be under-estimatéd, 
but with care the scheme could, in my 
opinion, be executed for a sum within 











the 10 per cent. limit named in the con- 
ditions. Here, again, some of the 
schemes submitted would not have com- 
plied with the conditions. 

“The design placed second [Messrs. 
Burgess, Holden and Watson] is that 
numbered (10). This is a practical work- 
ing scheme showing an _ imaginative 
arrangement in the placing of the cata- 
falque, with the waiting-room well placed 
in relation to the chapel and the garden, 
but the disposition of the various blocks 
attached on all sides of the main building 
detracts from the general grouping and 
limits the general development of the 
garden, except in the restricted corner 
shown on the site plan. 

“The design placed third [Messrs. 
Crick and Townsend]: is that numbered 
(6). This is a compact and economical 
scheme, but suffers from unnecessary 
duplication of entrances and a poor 
placing of the mortuary.” 


THE WINNER’S REPORT 
Following are extracts from the report of 
the winner, Mr. Harold R. W. Orr :— 
GENERAL.—The suggested position of the 
crematorium, superintendent's lodge and 
entrance gates have been generally appointed 
in the conditions. In the accompanying 
design the crematorium itself is so placed to 
give a direct approaeh from the main road 
to the chapel entrance, then following 
straight through to the car park. Waiting- 
room and lavatories are adjacent to the 
entrance, yet distinctly segregated from the 
chapel itself. The furnace suite, with its 
dependent functions, as well as the car park, 
lie well screened to the rear. 
The cloister necessarily requires A 
southerly aspect with quiet surroundings,

to enhance the general setting. 

Pran.—The approach road from the By 
water-road runs straight up to and through 
a porte-cochere—the entrance to the chat 
as well as the waiting-room and lavatories 
Thus the coffin is unloaded from the hearse 
under cover; the funeral procession then 
follows on the main axis of the chapel in 
line with the catafalque, ensuring a cley 
direct route for the pall-bearers. The chapel 
provides seating for 80 persons and com. 
municates with the cloister and also the 
vestry (which has its own lavatory), There 
is, in addition, a small gallery over the 
entrance for organist and soloist, 

The catafalque stands on a raised dais and 
incorporates shelving for floral tributes, ag 
well as two chairs for officiatin clergy. 
Access to the transfer chamber is ty means 
of double doors, and a swivel transfer trolley 
is used to transport the coffin. This room 
may be used as the committal chamber should 
the chapel ceremony be dispensed with, 
Opening off the transfer chamber is the 
mortuary, where a coffin may be temporarily 
stored until required for cremation. 

The furnace itself is concealed by a 
screen wall fitted with the requisite doors, 
and access through .to the furnace-room for 
the operator. The flue is placed central 
for economy and massing. There is a pe 
with a small store, and fan motor-room; 
also, stairs down to the boiler-room, situated 
under the vestry. Lavatory accommodation 
for the operator and garden staff is con- 
veniently placed. 

The cloister, which will become eventually 
w side of the future extension, gives a clear 
run of wall space for 102 niches to house urns 
and caskets. 

SUPERINTENDENT’s LopGcre.—Near the en- 
trance gates, the lodge faces on to the main 
drive and incorporates a small office for the 
superintendent. 

CoNSTRUCTION.—Foundations are of cov 
crete to requisite depths. Walls are of brick 
throughout, and externally of cavity con 
struction ventilated with terra-cotta ail 
bricks. The use of a good quality local brick 
is suggested. 

Floors are of reinforced concrete on hard- 
core, topped with cement screed to take vari 
ous finishes. Roofs are covered with rustic 
pantiles; windows are metal in wood frames, 
hopper-hung for ventilation; small windows 
are pivot-hung casements. 

Finisu.—Externally, a narrow sand-faced 
brick is favoured, witha plinth of a darker 
variety. The columns of the main entrance 
are faced with narrow ceramic tiles, possibly 
gold with dark blue. Internally, the se 
of the chapel are finished cream in a texture 
cement. ‘Che remainder are to be plastered, 
excepting the furnace room, which is of neat 
flush-pointed brickwork. Ceilings, generally, 
are plaster on an insulating board. 

Floors are of wood-block on cement screed; 
the furnace-room floor, however, is dress 
with grano. The cloister is paved with a large

Services and heating are by means of "i 
pressure hot-water systems, and the suppy 
tanks are housed in the roof space.

 reaafion (e) of by-law No. 51 is de- 
sioned to prevent excessive concentrated 
loads being imposed on walls of the pre- 
scribed thickness (i.e., upon walls which 
are not specifically designed to carry such 
loads). In times past, when timber floors 
were practically universal, there was little 
chance of walls being subjected to point 
loads of serious magnitude, but with the 
advent of iron, and afterwards of steel and 
reinforced concrete, greater spans between 
floor beams as well as greater spans of 
the beams themselves became economl- 
cally practicable to an ever-increasing 
extent. The lag between building control 
and building practice previously men- 
tioned is probably in no other connection 
so marked as in the. omission from the 
revisions of the Building Acts of any safe- 
guards against the overloading in this way 
of the walls of a building. Even in the 1930 
Act there is no legal instrument of which 
a district surveyor could avail himself to 
prevent the end of a heavy girder (other 
than a bressummer supporting a wall) 
being placed on an 8}-in. brick wall built 
in lime mortar, beyond the threat of sub- 
sequent condemnation as a dangerous 
structure. There is, therefore, nothing in 
the old building law with which Condition 
(e) of by-law No. 51 can be compared, 

While making the general requirement 
that the loads to which empirical walls 
are subjected are to be distributed loads, 
Condition (e) permits of joists spaced at 
not more than 3 ft. 6 in. centres bearing 
on the walls and also of trimming joists 
in the case of timber floors, thus allowing 
for the joists of the slab of a filler joist 
floor and also for ordinary timber floor 
construction. 


Condition as to Walls Retaining Earth. 

Condition (f) of by-law No. 51 limits the 
head of earth that a wall may retain to 
three times the thickness of the wall. It 
would be impossible to frame an empirical 
rule to fit the conditions of retaining walls 
under all circumstances. The rule given 
is probably as generous as is compatible 
with safety in the case of walls sustain- 
ing but little weight of superstructure, 
and would be sufficient to enable a builder 
to employ uncalculated walls in this way 
to the extent which might be demanded 
by, say, a sloping site; but where a greater 
depth of soil had to be retained, as for 
example, in the case of the external walls 
of a basement, three times the thickness 
would probably be insufficient for the pur- 
poses of the building, and calculation 
would have to be resorted to. It is con- 
ceivable, however, that where a reason- 
ably heavy superstructure was also borne 
by the retaining wall, the district surveyor 
would not require calculations of a very 
detailed nature to satisfy himself that the 
wall was sufficient for its purposes. 


Conditions as to Openings and Recesses. 
Condition (g) of by-law No. 51 relates to 
openings and recesses, limiting their ex- 
tent and stipulating the conditions of their 
employment in walls constructed in 
accordance with the empirical rules laid 
down in this section. In discussing a 


similar matter under by-law 39, it was 
shown that that by-law was. concerned 
entirely with the prevention of the spread 
of fire and with means of fire-fighting and 
not with stability. Fire prevention is also 
a consideration in the functions of Condi- 
tion (g) of by-law 51, but in view. of its 





being a condition of the use of the empiri- 
cal rules for wall construction, the domi- 
nant factor is stability, As might be ex- 
pected, therefore, the requirements of 
by-law 39 for fire-prevention are less 
onerous than those of by-law 51 (g), which 
is for fire-prevention plus stability. For 
that reason the latter by-law includes 
recesses in the same category as windows 
in restricting the proportional area which 
they may occupy in a wall. 

Like by-law 39, Condition (g) observes 
the Building Act tradition of exempting 
from restriction the parts of external walls 
enclosing the ground-floor storey. Other- 
wise, it restricts the area of openings and 
recesses in all walls forming essential 
parts of the structure to one-half the area 
storey by storey (as compared with two- 
thirds in by-law. 39), and, in addition, it 
requires the superstructure above all open- 
ings and all recesses (except recesses not 
exceeding 5 in. deep) to be borne on suit- 
able arches or beams* of incombustible 
material supported on piers or walling 


having a width not less than one-sixth. 


that of the opening or recess. 

This requirement with regard to the 
construction surrounding openings and 
recesses is new and is another instance 
of precautions necessitated by those 
methods of construction which render 
practicable the modern extreme hori- 
zontality of fenestration. The restriction 
imposed by Section 60 of the London 
Building Act, 1930, limiting the total area 
of openings in walls to half the total area 
of the wall, would not have prevented the 
extension of a window through the whole 
length of the wall, an eventuality scarcely 
possible before the recruitment of steel and 
reinforced concrete, and while walls were 
constructed of brick, stone or plain con- 
crete, and certainly not contemplated 
when the empirical rules were adopted in 
the first place. By requiring suitable 
means of support for the superstructure 
with a given proportion of margin to the 
opening and recesses, the by-laws bring 
law into line with practice. 

Of course, where there is no “ super- 
structure,” (as would be the case in a 
recess running vertically through the 
storeys of a building) there is no require- 
ment under the by-law for the “ suitable 
arch, beam or lintel.”’ Section 60 (3) (b) 
of the 1930 Act required, with regard to 
the formation of recesses in party walls :— 

** Over every recess so formed an arch 
of at least two rings of brickwork the 
full depth of the recess shall be turned 
on every storey except in the case of 
recesses formed for lifts, but where such 
recess does not exceed 5 in. in depth 
corbelling in brick or stone may be sub- 
stituted for arching.” 

There was no such requirement in respect 
of external walls. 

Whatever useful purpose arches over 
recesses might be designed to serve in 
party walls, one would have thought they 
would have been equally desirable in ex- 
ternal walls. In other words, if they were 
unnecessary in external walls one might 
argue that they were equally unnecessary 
in party walls. Under the new by-laws 
they are no longer required in either case 
except where necessity calls for them in 
order to support the superstructure. 

There was nothing in the earlier law 
controlling the position of openings and 
recesses, and while under paragraph 10 of 
Part I of the Second Schedule the length 
of a wall, for the purposes of the applica- 






tion of the schedule, was determined by a 
return wall bonded into it, there was 
nothing to prevent recesses or openings 
occurring in close proximity to the junc- 
tion of the return wall (or “ buttressing 
wall,” the new by-law term). and the wall 
which was supposed to be buttressed by it. 
To what extent this lack of control was 
capable of affecting the efficiency of the 
support rendered by a buttressing wall is 
also illustrated in Fig. 1 (see page 1048 of 
last week’s issue), where a series of 
doors with fanlights one above another in 
successive storeys completely severs a 
cross wall from an external wall, leaving 
only a nib bonded into the external wall. 
The position of these openings, though 
denying the external wall any support 
from the cross wall, would not have dis- 
qualified the cross wall from, ranking, 
under the Second Schedule of the 1930 
Act, as a return wall for the purpose of 
determining length of external wall. 

One of the requirements of Condition (g) 
of by-law No. 51 is that no opening or re- 
cess in a buttressing wall (other than in 
an external wall below the soffit of the 
first floor) shall come within a clear dis- 
tance from the wall it supports, of five 
times the thickness of the supported wall. 
(In this, the traditional exemption of the 
external walling to a ground-floor storey 
is observed.) The case illustrated in Fig. 1 
is, of course, an extreme case, and there 
may be cases at the other extreme where 
an opening might be made with impunity 
in the area required to be kept imperforate 
and. free from recess. 

Section 66 (1) of the London Building 
Act, 1930, is one of those requirements 
which have come down, with verbal varia- 
tions, through previous Acts and, as a 
matter of interest from the point of view 
of building law, is well worth a brief con- 
sideration. The Act reads as follows :— 

“In a party wall a chase shall not be 
made wider than 14 in. nor more than 

4} in. deep from the face of the wall nor 

so as.to leave less than 83 in. in thickness 

at the back or opposite side thereof, and 

a chase shall not be made within a dis- 

tance of 7 ft. from any other chase on 

the same side of the wall or within 

13 in. from an external wall.” 

In Woolrych’s ‘“ Metropolitan Building 
Acts ” it is said that :— 

‘* A chase is a recess or indentation in 
the wall.” But it is clear in the light of 
the 1930 Building Act that the chase is 
not regarded as coming within the cate- 
gory of recesses, since recesses are 
separately dealt with, and it would have 
been unnecessary to forbid the making of 
a recess in a party wall which left a back 
less than 8} in. in thickness when Section 
60 (3) had already made it conditional to 
the formation of recesses in party walls 
that the backs of such recesses were not 


_of a less thickness than 13 in. 


It is, therefore, curious, in view of the 
fact that recesses and openings were the 
only reductions or omissions permitted in 
the thicknesses prescribed for walls enclos- 
ing a building, that it should be necessary 
to forbid chases in party walls unless they 
conformed with certain requirements. 

A further consideration in this regard 
is that it might be inferred from the pro- 
hibition of chases in party walls, except 
such as complied with specified con- 
ditions, that chases could be made in any 
walls other than party walls, uncondition- 
ally. 

Condition (g) of by-law No. 51 simplifies 
the situation by bringing within the cate- 
gory of recesses “‘all chases and other 
reductions in the required thickness of the 
wall,’’ which, in fact, they are. 
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CONSTRUCTION OF FLATS FOR 
THE WORKING CLASSES 


L.C.C. COMMENTS ON DEPARTMENTAL 
COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Tue General Purposes Committee of the 
London County Council report that they 
have consulted the committees of the 
Council concerned in the subject-matter 
of the final report of the Departmental 
Committee on the Construction of Flats 
for the Working Classes. Their conclu- 
sions are set out as follows :— 


Mernops or Construction.—The Depart- 
mental Committee have reiterated the obser- 
vation made in their interim report that the 
acid test of the value of any of the various 
forms of construction investigated by them is 
that of experience, and state that the sponsors 
of such new forms of construction as are de- 
clared promising should have an opportunity 
of tendering for actual blocks of flats. They 
therefore recommend that several of the steel- 
framed and reinforced concrete-framed systems 
described in their report should be given such 
a trial. The Town Planning and Building 
Regulation Committee state that it would 
appear that the main consideration in all such 
experiments is the financial one, since, unless 
such experiments were carried out as a full- 
size operation in order to provide accurate 
information over the whole field of experi- 
ment, reliable data would not be obtained. 
They add that such an undertaking would 
appear to be more properly one for the appro- 
priate Government department than for any 
one local authority and that, until experiments 
in actual building have taken place, and their 
effects studied over a definite period, no re- 
liable conclusions can be drawn. 

The Departmental Committee draw atten- 
tion to the difficulties which may arise in 
connection with the use of new systems, such 
as payment of royalties, the assemblage of 
patented parts outside the scope of ordinary 
contractors and the employment of engineers 
without whose guidance systems can scarcely 
be operated. 

As indicated in our report submitted on 
February 25, 1936, the Housing and Public 
Health Committee were of opinion that the 
Council’s methods in the construction of flats 
were not appreciably at variance with any of 
the opinions expressed by the Departmental 
Committee in their interim report, and that 
it was not necessary for the Council to experi- 
ment with new systems which have not been 
proved by experience to be less costly than 
the Council’s buildings normally constructed 
with brick walls, concrete floors and pitched, 
tile-covered roofs. In fact, the observations 
of the Departmental Committee on other forms 
of construction places the practice of the Coun- 
cil in a very satisfactory position. ; 

The Departmental mmittee examined 
various systems of construction in their broad 
divisions of structural components of a build- 
ing and in the following résumé of their find- 
ings their value in relation to the Council's 
practice in erecting block dwellings is indi- 
cated. The views expressed are those of the 
Housing and Public Health Committee, except 
where otherwise mentioned. 

ExTEeRNAL WALLS AND THEIR FinisHes.—The 
form of construction comprising 13$-in. brick- 
work, with facing bricks externally, and 
plastered and distempered internally, which is 
in use by the Council, is said by the Depart- 
mental Committee to call for no special 
comment. 

Of 11 other systems examined, only one, 
that of a reinforced concrete structure faced 
with precast concrete slabs, having an imita- 
tion brick finish externally and a cork or 
other lining internally, appears to approach in 

eneral practicability the external -walls of 

wellings erected by the Council. The use of 
this system will be considered further in con- 
nection with the Council’s housing operations 
in the event of certain circumstances arising, 
such as a shortage of clay burnt bricks or of 
bricklayers. 


DivipiInc WALLS BETWEEN DwELLINGs.— 
The Council’s practice is to erect 9-in. brick 
walls ee on both sides. The Depart- 
mental Committee observe that such a wall 
can be expected to offer a high degree of fire 
resistance and that its sound insulation to air- 
borne noise has been taken as a standard. Of 
the seven other methods of constructing walls 
dividing tenements discussed by the Depart- 
mental Committee, none appears to offer any 
advantage over a 9-in. brick wall. 


PartiTIons.—The method adopted by the 
Council of constructing partitions of 2-in. 
clinker concrete slabs appears to be as good 
as any other method considered by the De- 
partmental Committee. 


Roors.—The Departmental Committee offer 
no comments under the heading ‘‘ Pitched 
roof (Bridgwater tiles and timber), felt, etc.”’ 
Roofs of this form of construction are adopted 
by the Council as a general practice. Six 
alternative forms were considered by the 
Departmental Committee, but none appears 
to offer an advantage over the form of pitched 
roof used by the Council. 

Noise IN Fisats.—The Departmental Com- 
mittee considered the question of insulation 
of noise in flat construction so important that 
they have included in their final report (Appen- 
dix III) a report prepared for them by the 
National Physical Laboratory and the Build- 
ing Research Station describing many experi- 
ments made for the purpose of ascertaining 
how the transmission of noise from one flat 
to another could be reduced. 

“The experiments show “‘ that a double parti- 
tion composed of two separate clinker concrete 
walls, each marginally insulated. with cork, 
can be some 5-10 decibels superior to a single 
wall of the same weight, and, indeed, as good 
as a 9-in. walls of nearly three times the 


weight.” Since, in the method generally 
adopted by the Council, the 9-in: brick wall 
dividing dwellings is necessary for the pur- 


poses of construction, and the question of 
weight is consequently of no moment, and 
since the double partition offers a protection 
against the transmission of sound only as good 
as a 9-in. wall but does not possess its vital 
structural qualities, it is not suitable for.adop- 
tion. There is also some doubt whether the 
efficiency of the cork margins as an insulator 
would not be seriously impaired by the com- 
pression to which they would be subjected b 
the inevitable ‘‘ settling down ” of the build- 
ing. 

With regard to floors, the Departmental 
Committee state that on the information avail- 
able the “‘ floating-floor’’ system appears 
likely to be the most efficient form of construc- 
tion for the purpose of a fair degree of sound 
insulation. is type of floor consists of a 
‘floating ’’ upper slab supported on insulat- 
ing pads borne by the main structural floor 
with an air space between the two. It would 
be relatively costly and, since it is at least 
2 in, thicker than the floor used in the Coun- 
cil’s dwellings, it would add 12 in. to the 
height of the buildings, unless the reduced 
height of about 8 ft. 3 in. from floor to ceiling 
be accepted as a compromise for the partial 
diminution of sound transmitted from one flat 
to another through the floors. The air space 
which is an essential feature of this type of 
floor may be its chief defect, inasmuch as the 
small cracks which form with the inevitable 
settlement of a building may assist in making 
the air space a favourable harbourage for 
vermin. 


ArtiriciaL Ligutrnc.—The Departmental 
Committee recommend that electric lighting be 
adopted, but this recommendation is qualified 
by the condition that the price of electricity 
for lighting must not be excessive as compared 
with that.of gas. They also recommend that 

lug points should be provided in the kitchen, 
iving-room and one bedroom for minor pur- 
poses, such as electric ironing. 

- It is the Council’s practice to have all flats 
and houses wired for electric lighting with one 
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or more utility plu ints in ever 
including the kitchen in types 3 anal an 
every habitable room except the first bedaoom 
in types 1 and 2. 

Hzatine, Cooxine AnD Hor-warge Sup 
—The Departmental Committee poe 
“that the practice of combining . hegtj 4 
cooking and hot-water service by the use { 
the kitchen range should not be general] : 
couraged where the heat from the fire sad 
produce uncomfortable conditions during the 
summer season.”’ 

The Council’s experience shows 
practice of conics heating, ae bn 
hot-water service by the use of the kitchen 
Tange is not now generally favoured, as it 
would be necessary to light a fire in warm 
weather to secure hot water, smoke nuisance 
would be increased, the back boiler is rela. 
pits: | inefficient and maintenance of numerous 
small installations is costly. 


Heatinc.—The report states that central 
heating in working-class flats cannot generally 
be justified on the grounds of cost. A living. 
room fire, one bedroom fire and points for a 
gas-fire or electric heater in other bedrooms 
give adequate provision and enable each tenant 
to control his own expenditure.” 

The Council’s practice with regard to the 
heating of its dwellings is to provide a coal 
fire or fuel cooking range in the living-room 
and a coal fire in at least one bedroom, an 
electric plug point in every. kitchen, living. 
room and bedroom, except in the first bedroom 
in the 1934 types (1 and 2), where a gas-point 
is provided alongside the fireplace. There is 
a conduit to each kitchen to facilitate the in. 
stallation of an electric cooker or copper if 
required by the tenant. Gas-points are put 
in every kitchen and living-room and in every 
bedroom where there is a flue. 


Cooxinc.—The report states that “ pending 
the introduction of cheap insulated ovens 
using solid fuel, cooking by gas or by elec- 
tricity should be encouraged, and that the 
choice between the two methods can only be 
made after consideration of the comparative 
local charges.’ 

_It is the Council’s practice to provide facili- 
ties for cooking and heating by gas or elec- 
tricity. Cooking by the use of a range of a 
portable type in the living-room is favoured 
by the poorer class of tenant, and this type 
of cooker is being installed in the cheaper 
rented types provided by the Council: 


Hot-water Svuppry—Centrat Bonm-— 
The Departmental Committee state that the 
cost of a central boiler-house for a block of 60 
flats is about the same as the cost of providin 
additional flues in the structure for individu 
sets of apparatus. They express the view that 
where hot water is charged for at a fixed 
weekly rate, considerably more is used; that, 
unless gas costs less than 8d. a therm or elec- 
tricity less than 4d. per unit, hot-water supply 
by gas or electricity costs considerably more 
than boiler-heating, except where consumption 
of hot water is very low; and that, where 
boiler-heating is provided, a small gas-ring 
or electric boiling-plate should be provided to 
boil small quantities of water. For the uit 
block of 60 flats, it is stated that the cost of 
a hot-water supply from a central system 
approximately the same as it would be from 
individual boilers in each flat. For a larger 
installation of, say, 100 flats or more, the 
Departmental Committee are of opinion t 
the central system would be less costly if care- 
fully designed on economic lines and adequate 
rationing arrangements were made to prevell 

P hot water not. involving the 
installation and reading of meters. | p 

The hot-water supply installations ™ 
Chamberlain House and Walker House . 
Ossulston Estate are examples of such a centra 
system ‘with automatic rationing arrange 
ments. tal 

INDEPENDENT Borter.—The Departmen 
Committee consider ‘‘ that the independet 
solid fuel boiler is satisfactory where ean 
tity of hot water required is about of 
a week, and where cleaning and maintenan 
is. not too expensive, but that where pre 
are satisfied with half the quantity -of hot 


water, ‘gas or electric water-heaters a2 ) 
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he so controlled as to allow of economical use 
in most districts.”’ cere 

In a large number of the Council’s flais a 

iar heater is now fitted which provides 
for a supply of hot water to the bath, lava- 
. pasin and sink. In respect of certain 
pe of flats, common wash-houses are pro- 
aed and in these a gas-copper is installed ; 
in those where no wash-houses are provided 
the Council provides a fuel copper in the 
kitchen, but provision is made in one of the 
Council’s standard types of flats for a gas- 

int for a gas-copper should the tenant re- 

nire it, Gas-coppers are also installed in the 
kitchens of three-storey flats. These arrange- 
ments are more convenient and less expensive 
to the tenants and the Council, 

Iurrs are considered by the Departmental 
Committee to be almost a necessity for blocks 
of flats over five storeys in height. 

It is not the Council’s practice to erect blocks 
of fats more than five storeys in height. A 
passenger-lift was provided in a five-storey 
building at Tabard Garden Estate in 1922, but 
it has not proved a successful experiment 
having regard to the cost of maintenance and 
supervision and to the necessity for its limited 

er. 

M BUILDING LecisLaTion.—The Town Plan- 
ning and Building Regulation Committee point 
out that some of the types of construction re- 
commended by the Departmental Committee 
would not be in compliance with either the 
London Building Act or the Council’s by-laws 
thereunder, and would necessitate the promo- 
tion of fresh legislation. 

TuermaL ConDuctivity.—The Town Plan- 
ning and Building Regulation Committee state 
that, in reviewing the systems of construction 
submitted, the Departmental Committee do 
not appear to have considered fully the ques- 
tion of temperature transmission through 
external walls. 

Free Prevention.—The Departmental Com- 
mittee dealt with the question of the prescrip- 
tions by building legislation against damage 
from fire and recommend that, in cases of 
blocks of flats not more than five storeys high, 
and where adequate means of escape are pro- 
vided, building practice ‘‘ should allow the 
use of structural elements which provide fire- 
resistance of one hour’s duration,’’ The Town 
Planning and Building Regulation Committee 
state that the period of fire-resistance sug- 
gested is a longer one than is generally attained 
by some structural elements now in use, but 
that the effect of the recommendations of the 
Departmental Committee would appear to. be 
in the direction of a lowering of existing 
standards and that it is doubtful whether the 
period of fire-resistance in external and party 
walls should be limited to a period of one 
hour’s duration. 

‘Town Pranninc Aspects.—The Town Plan- 
ning and Building Regulation Committee state 
that, from the town planning standpoint, it 
would appear that the general standard of 

esign and amenity might, in some of the 
methods advocated, fall short of those now 
obtainable under present constructional 
practice. 

_GuNnzRaL.—Pending the result of investiga- 
tions proposed, in relation to the Council’s 
Ousing operations, with regard to certain 
matters dealt with in the report of the De- 
partmental Committee, the Finance Committee

SUB-LETTING.—ASSIGNMENT. 


A cLEAR distinction should be made 
between sub-letting and  sub-contracting, 
before proceeding to a consideration of: the 
latter operation in so far as the . quantity 
surveyor is concerned. Let it be clearly 
understood that sub-letting is concerned with 
some work which is part of the work com- 
prised in the lump-suin contract. If there 
are no bills of quantities, sub-letting will in- 
clude work provided for in the lump-sum 
price; or, alternatively, if there are bills of 
quantities, work taken up in these quan- 
tities. Frequently, as is well known, special 
branches of work, such as slating, tiling, 
plastering, painting and plumbing, are sub-let 
to persons making a speciality of this work. 

Sub-contracting in connection with a build- 
ing or engineering contract is the contract 
which is usually set up in respect to p.c. 
items or provisional sums, such items or sums 
to be expended on executing, or supplying 
and fixing, certain work in connection with 
the main contract. The contract itself will 
usually contain stipulations with regard to 
sub-contracting, 

It is usual for building and engineer- 
ing contracts to provide for the granting : of 
permission, in certain circumstances, for 
sub-letting work of the kind mentioned 
above, but this is not always the case. 


Where a contract specifically provides that - 


the architect or engineer under the contract 
may give permission for the sub-letting of 
any part of the contract work, then, of 


_course, he may or may not exercise his dis- 


cretionary ‘power on the request of the con- 


_ tractor. But where such a power is not given 


by the contract, it is not an easy matter for 
him to object to _ sub-letting; indeed, 
it is conceivable that in certain cases it might 
be to the ultimate advantage of the employer. 
But it must be noted that the contractor, 
even though he sub-lets with the permission 
of the architect, by so doing cannot relieve 
himself of his liability under the contract, 
for obviously there is no privity of contract 
between the employer under the main con- 
tract and the person to whom work has been 
sub-let, It exists only between the building 
owner and contractor; nor. would the em- 
ployer be bound in any way by the terms 
of the arrangement between the contractor 
under the main contract and the third party 
as to the terms under which any particular 
work was sub-let. There can be no doubt, 
however, that, strictly speaking, sub-letting 
without the permission of the architect or 
engineer is a breach of the contract, though 
an employer would be hardly likely: to take 
action unless his interests were seriously 
affected. Provided the work was duly 
approved by the architect or engineer, the 
employer would find himself in no worse 
position than he would be if the contractor 
executed the work himself. . 

Provision is made in the 1931 Form of 
Building Contract, by clause 14, that the 
contractor. must not, without the - written 
consent of the architect, assign the contract 
or sub-let any portion of the works; but 
such consent is not to be unreasonably with- 
held to the prejudice of the contractor. 
Much, then, is left to the reasonableness of 
the architect. It should be noted, too, that 
under’clause 26 (B) of the 1931 Form of Build- 
ing Contract (if this alternative form of the 
arbitration clause be adopted) a decision of 
the architect with regard to sub-letting would 
not be a matter reviewable by the arbitrator 
under that clause, being a final decision which 
the architect is empowered to make, 

It is suggested that if a clause such as 14 
did not appear in the form of contract, it 
might be possible for a contractor to assign 
the whole of the contract, except in a case 
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where the contractor had been chosen for 
some personal qualifications he may possess 
or because of some special skill or com- 
petency; but these conditions would not arise 
where a contract was gained in competition, 
limited or unlimited. Personal: contracts, in 
law, are not assignable, hence the general 
question :as to the assignability of a. building 
contract depends upon whether a_ particular 
contract is personal or not. In general,: it 


.Iay be said that, as a rule, building con- 


tracts are not personal; they simply place a 
contractor under a liability to execute the 
contract works, and’ impose upon the em- 
ployer or building owner a liability to pay 
for the contract works when they are cow- 
pleted to his satisfaction (that is, certified as 
completed by his agent, the architect or 
engineer), = 

With regard to sub-letting of sub-contract 
work, apart from any provision in ‘the sub- 
contract, the same considerations will hold 
good as have been dealt with above. It 
should be noted, however, that .clause 14 of 
the current Form of Sub-Contract, issued 
under the sanction of the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers and the 
National Federation. of Specialists and’ Sub- 
Contractors, and recommended by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects for use in con- 
junction with the 1931 Form of Building 
Contract, contains a clause as to sub-letting 
to the following effect: ‘‘ The sub-contractor 
shall not sub-let the sub-contract works or 
any portion of the same without the written 
consent of the contractor and the architect, 
such consent by. the contractor not. to. be 
arbitrarily or unreasonably withheld, and in 
case of any difference of opinion between the 
contractor and the architect, the opinion of 
the architect shall prevail.’”” That is to say, 
the architect is the final judge. 


Assignment. 

In connection with the right to assign, it 
was held in Earle v. Hemsworth R.D.C. 
(1928), 44 T.L.R. 758, that a general con- 
tractor under a lump-sum contract could 
assign retention moneys, though not. payable 
until a later date than the assignment, to a 
sub-contractor, and that the sub-contractor 
could recover in an action brought on the 
assignment. In Cottage Club Estates, Ltd. 
v. Woodside Estates Co. (Amersham), Ltd. 
[1928], 2 K.B. 463, a contractor assigned 
to his bankers all moneys due or to become 
due under a building contract, and an. arbi- 
tration, under the arbitration clause of the 
contract, was held between the contractor 
and the building owner. It was held by 
Wright, J., that as the builders had assigned 
to third parties moneys due to them under the 
contract, and had parted with their rights in 
these moneys, the award of the. arbitrator, to 
the effect that they were entitled to recover 
from the building owners, could. not be 
upheld. 


MINISTRY OF HEALTH 


SLUM CLEARANCE AND REHOUSING. 


THE most recent figures showing the posi- 
tion of slum clearance and: rehousing are 
summarised as follows :— 

During April local authorities declared 
areas comprising 3,828 houses representing the 
displacement of 14,877 persons, and the Orders 
submitted during April covered 3,940 houses 
and the displacement of 15,867 persons. ‘The 
Orders confirmed during April covered 4,362 
houses and 18,357 persons. The total number 
of ‘houses in confirmed Orders is now 185,814, 
involving the displacement of 792,011 persons. 

The latest available figures showing rehous- 
ing progress are those for March. At the 
end of that month there were 68,852 houses 
under construction, as compared with 67,528 
at the end of February. During March 9,090 
houses. were completed, as compared with 
7,344 during February. The figure of 9,090 is 
the highest number completed in any one 
month since September, 1927. New houses 
approved duri om numbered 8,325, as 
compared with 13,422 in March.

CHARTERED SURVEYORS’ INSTITUTION. 
Seventh Annual Report of Council. 

Detailed statistics of the membership of 
the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution are given 
in the seventh annual report of the Council, 
which was presented at the annual general 
meeting of the Institution on Monday, 
May 30. 

The figures show a total increase during 
the year from 8,615 to 9,292. This was made 
up by the following increases: Honorary 
Members, 3; Fellows, 360; Professional Asso- 
ciates, 217; Associates, 55; Probationers, 49.

e report states that the session of 1937-38 
will be remembered principally as a period 
during which lengthy negotiations for the 
amalgamation of the Scottish Estate Factors’ 
Society, the Faculty of Surveyors of Scot- 
land and the Irish Quantity Surveyors’ Asso- 
ciation with the Institution came to a formal 
and satisfactory conclusion. H.M. Privy 
Council ratified the amalgamation with the 
two Scottish bodies as from July 29, 1937, 
and that with the Irish Quantity Surveyors’ 
Association as from Octoher 19, 1937.

The Private Office. 


At the monthly meeting of the Metropol. 
tan branch of the A.A.S.T.A., held op 
Thursday, May 12, a discussion was held on 
‘‘ The Position of the Assistant in the Private 
Office.”” Mr. Colin Penn, A.R.1.B.A., ‘and 
Mr. R. D. Manning, L.R.I.B.A., were’ the 
principal speakers. 

Mr. Penn described the ‘‘ generally poor 
conditions prevailing in private offices.”. He 
said he spoke with some experience, for he 
had worked in fifteen offices, of which foyr. 
teen were private. He stressed the fact that 
these poor conditions of service also prevailed 
in the architectural departments of man 
large commercial ‘firms, who refused to differ. 
entiate between the conditions of work of 
their architectural staffs and those: of their 
shop assistants and general office staffs, 

The position in the private office was com- 
plicated by the fact that a personal friendship 
often existed between principal and assistant 
—a friendship which was generally to the 
advantage of the employer. The number of 
small private offices, he thought, was decreas: 
ing, and he suggested that the only way out 
of the economic dilemma for the architect 
with the small private practice was the 
‘group ’’ system. 

Mr. Manning, who spoke next, also advo- 
cated the ‘‘group”’ system. He said that 
architects should combine to form a kind of 
panel instead of competing against each other. 
The sharing of offices, of organisation and 
of staffs would effect great economies and 
increase efficiency. The architect would be 
in a position to pay better wages, and the 
assistant. would feel no hesitation in demand- 
ing better wages. In the old days, the assis- 
tant, being fairly certain of one day becom- 
ing a principal, was content to work for a 
small salary until that time. But nowadays 
an assistant was more likely to remain an 
assistant all his life, and should therefore be 
paid a living wage in accordance with a 
reasonable minimum and uniform scale. 


The ‘ Factory’ System. 


In the discussion which followed, members 
described the organisation and conditions in 
a number of offices in which they were either 
then working or had worked. The Miners’ 
Welfare Committee office, from which two 
members were present, received special com- 
ment and praise. ‘The system adopted in this 
office, by which the staff were divided into 
a number of groups, each consisting of an 
architect, a chief assistant, and from three to 
six assistants, was undoubtedly the best way 
of organising a large office. The worst, said 
Mr. Harrison (the chairman) was, he thought, 


the ‘‘ factory ’’ system, by which an office was. 


divided into sections, each section carrying 
out only a specialised part of an architects 
proper work. Thus an assistant might spend 
all his time on half-inch details and never 
gain wider experience. : 

The system of articled pupilage was 
severely criticised, and several members under 


thirty years of age were able to cite from. 


their own experiences cases of employers who 
had received premiums, and who had, after 
the first few weeks, quite neglected to edu- 
cate or instruct their pupils. It was pointe 
out,’ however, that the system was being 
superseded rapidly by the school of architec: 
ture system. The problem of the staat 
who works in a private office for a nomina 
wage in order to gain office experience Was 
also discussed. : 

At the conclusion of the discussion a sub- 
committee was appointed to draw up a ques 
tionnaire of information required on condi- 
tions in private and commercial offices.

Air Raid Shelters: Tax and Rating 
Exemption. es : 
During the second reading of the Finance 
Bill, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir J. 
Smon,. stated that he had been considering 
for some time the very difficult question of 
whether it would not be possible to do some- 
thing to ease the burden of expenditure for 
air-raid shelters by a modification in the in- 
strument of taxation. . He had been con- 
sidering very closely whether it would be 
possible to secure under Schedule A that the 
annual values of property should not be in- 


-ereased for the purpose of income tax by 


reason of expenditure incurred in structural 
alterations or additions, or improvements 
made solely for the purpose of ‘protection in 
the event of air raids, He had felt for 
some time that there was a good deal of force 
in that argument, and that when the com- 
munity ‘was pressing everyone to take a 
hand im providing shelters and protection it 
seemed odd, perhaps anomalous, if the ex- 
penditure which they incurred in answer to 
that pressure should actually increase the 
amount of tax which they had to pay under 
Schedule A. One of the difficulties. which 
had to be overcome was this: it was not, he 
supposed, absolutely necessary, but, to say 
the least of it, it was traditional and very 
convenient, that Schedule A assessment and 


assessment for the purpose of local rates 


should be the same. Therefore, a rating 
question arose as well as a taxatign ques- 
tion, and he had done his best to devise a 
plan which would cover both. 

It was not possible to introduce in the 
Finance Bill, within the rules of Order, any 
amendment in the law relating to the assess- 
ment for local rates.. That would have to be 
done by another Bill; and that would be 


- done. 


As a result of consultation with the 


. Minister of Health and the Secretary of State 


for Scotland, he was now able to make this 
statement :— 

The Government had decided to introduce 
legislation to secure that the annual values of 
property should not be increased for the pur- 
poses either of income tax under Schedule A 
or of rating by reason of expenditure in- 
curred in structural alterations, additions or 
improvements made solely for the purposes 
of protection’ in the event of air raids. So 
ar as income tax under Schedule A was con- 
cerned, however, the exemption would, in the 
case of rented properties, be subjected to the 
condition that the additions, etc., were not 
reflected in the rents thereafter payable in 
Tespect of the properties. If a bigger rent 
was charged there was no reason why they 
should make an allowance in respect of 
Schedule A. The necessary legislation would, 
broadly speaking, be on similar lines for both 
purposes. 

It might be for the general convenience if 
he gave the following outline of the pro- 

8 :— 

(1) No assessment, whether for income tax 
or rating purposes, of any property shall be 
increased by reason of structural alterations, 
additions or improvements made solely for the 
Purposes of protection in the event of air 
raids. This provision would apply both to 
Properties which were already in existence 


- and to those which were hereafter built, but 


would be subject, in regard to income tax, 
the condition that no increased rent was 
payable in respect of the alterations, etc., in 
the case of leased properties. 
(2) Where a shelter, which is occupied and 


Used solely for the purposes of shelter in the 


event of air raids, has been provided as part 
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of new property, no regard shall be had, 
whether for income tax or rating purposes, 
to any additional letting value arising from 
the provision of the shelter. But where 
such property is let, regard will be had, in 
determining the assessment to Schedule A, 10 
any rent payable. 

(3) There shall be exemption from both in- 
come tax and rates for separately assessed 
properties which are occupied and used solely 
for the purpose of shelter in the event of air 
raids, 

In conclusion, Sir J. Simon said there were 
many cases where air-raid shelters were being 
constructed independent of the main house. 
lf that was done it was a new property, and 
if the shelter was occupied simply and solely 
for the purpose of shelter in the event of air 
raids there would be no rate payable and no 
Schedule A applied. A clause would be in- 
troduced for inclusion in the Finance Bill, and 
in order to give effect to the corresponding 
proposals in respect of rates, the Minister of 
Health would introduce legislation in the 
course of the session. : 

Acquisition of Land for Housing. 

Mr. Day asked the Minister of Health 
whether he could state the number of acres 
of land acquired by local authorities under 
the various Housing Acts for the five years 
ended at the last convenient date, and the 
approximate total capital cost thereof. 

R. Exxior said that the figures for the five 
years ended March 31 last for local authori- 
ties in England and Wales outside London 
were 35,000 acres, acquired at a cost of 
£8,000,000. He had not the information for 
Londen. 


Town and Country Planning Zones. 

Ligut.-CotoneL ActanD-TRoyte asked the 
Minister of Health whether he was aware that 
certain planning authorities were including in 
their planning schemes provisions with re- 
spect to agricultural zones under which the 
erection and use of all buildings other than 
purely agricultural buildings would be pro- 
hibited altogether except with the consent of 
the planning authority, and this without pay- 
ment or compensation in respect of such pro- 
hibition; under what authority such provi- 
sions were included in such schemes, and 
whether (in order to avoid the expense which 
would otherwise be involved to many owners 
of land in objecting to schemes containing 
such provisions) he would inform authorities 
that he would not confirm schemes including 
such provisions. 

Mr. E.uior said he was aware that some 
planning authorities proposed to include in 
their schemes provisions intended to save 
land for agricultural uses and to — the 
amenities of the countryside. These objects 
were, in his opinion, within the scope of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1932, and 
Section 19 of that Act authorised the exclu- 
sion of compensation in respect of zoning pro- 


‘visions, provided that he was satisfied that 


the provisions were reasonable. Every 


scheme submitted to him would be carefully 


considered from that point of view; but until 
he had had an opportunity of considering the 
views of all parties upon a scheme, he could 
not properly act as suggested.

Hut Built Against Fence. 

Smr,—I own my leasehold house, and my 
neighbour on my right is buying his house. 

I have lived in my house about thirty years, 
and my neighbour in his about two. My 
neighbour has recently built a wooden hut 
hard against and leaning for about 5 ft. 
alongside my fence, which I call an “ open ”’ 
fence, and is similar to park fences. The hut 
not only shuts out air-space and light, but 
leaves me no possible chance to repair my 
fence if I so desired. Is my neighbour ‘in 
order in erecting the hut, and is there any 
remedy? 2

The following answer has been contributed 
by a correspondent : Everyone has a right to 
use his land to its utmost boundaries and 
limits; and can build on it, provided he 
complies with the by-laws in force in the dis- 
trict. In doing this, however, a person cannot 
damage his neighbour’s fence, or he may 
become liable to be sued for damage thereto. 
Nor, if the adjoining owner has acquired a right 
of light, can he. build so as to obstruct that 
light; and if he does, it is actionable at law. 
He may, however, so build as to leave only 
such light as is sufficient for the use of man- 
kind in general, and that is a question of fact. 
The inquirer needs to seek legal advice on 
such a difficult subject—that is, if it is of 
moment toshim. 


ANSWERS. 
Ribbon Development. 
[Answer To ‘‘ Querisr,”’ May 27.] 
Sir,—By circular No. 428 (Roads) issued 
from the Ministry of Transport on August 15, 
1935, it is clear that the Restriction of Rib- 
bon Development Act, 1935, may be applied 
to unclassified roads by resolution of the high- 
way authority concerned, approved by the 
Minister of Transport. Were this not ‘go, 
the objects and provisions of the Act mould 
be considerably affected by the transfer of 
ribbon development to unclassified ‘roads.

Assistants’ and Public Officials’ Salaries.

FOR BUILDERS’ WORK—XxXI 


By J. H. BARNS, F.1.0.B. 
PAINTER. 

Tue cost of painting materials per yard 
super will depend in a measure upon the 
density of the paint, as a very thin paint 
containing very little body or white lead 
‘would cover a very much larger area than a 
thicker paint with greater properties of 
opacity or obliteration. Thin paint would 
not sufficiently blot out the colour of the 
undercoats. 

It is sometimes stated that each coat of 
paint should be of a different and distinctive 
colour, so that the number of coats may be 
checked. This may give a very diverse effect. 

The cost of labour to painting will ve 
largely depend upon the quality of the wor 
to be done, and may vary from 3d. to 9d. 
per yard super for brush work. The differ- 
ence in cost is largely caused by the greater 
time which may be spent in rubbing down 
and preparing the surfaces for the succeeding 
coats 


Paint spraying by air pressure is hardly 
suitable for general builders’ work. 

Turpentine is used as a solvent and a 
thinner of paint. This- spirit usually con- 
tains a small percentage of resinous sub- 
stance. When used in paint the spirit evapo- 
rates and the resinous substance forms a film 
which may not dry quickly; thus the surface 
may be dry and the undercoat wet, and a 
condition likely to cause blisters is created. 
Turpentine substitutes have now been on the 
market for many years, and they can fairly 
claim to have established their position. Tur- 
pentine substitute is usually a white spirit 
with a petroleum base, and can be prepared 
to suit any specification or specification 
similar’ to genuine turpentine, as to flash 
point, distillation, and percentages of residue 
of hydrocarbon. : 

There is still a prejudice in some quarters 
against the use of substitutes, but the small 
builder would be well advised to try, upon 
some unimportant work, some of the substi- 
tutes advertised, to watch carefully the 
result, and to form his opinion therefrom. 

The prices for the best substitutes are 
much less than the cost of genuine American 
spirits of turpentine.

MODERN TECHNIQUE IN 
~ .. BRICKWORK. 


[From a Correspondent. ] 

One of the most interesting develop- 
ments in structural work in recent years 
is the application of reinforcement to 
brick construction. 

Reinforced brickwork has been used in 
some parts of the world, particularly 
earthquake areas, for many years, but it 
is only relatively recently that its possi- 
bilities in normal brick building have 
been recognised. 

The ultimate development of reinforced 
brickwork is undoubtedly its full applica- 
tion as a complete system of construction 
including stanchions and beams, floors, 
walls and roofs, but its most widespread 
use at the present time is in the applica- 
tion of the principle to particular parts 
of buildings, lintels, panels and beams. 
In such places it frequently solves minor 
difficulties simply and economically. 

The illustrations given on this page are 
of a lintel in reinforced brickwork in the 
new St. James’ Chapel and Meeting Hall 
at -Bexley, designed by Mr. P. M. 
Andrews, A.R.I.B.A. [The hall was illus- 
trated in our issue for March 18.—Ep.] 
The reinforcement is simple and is simply 
arranged—it consists of two rods with 
light strap stirrups in every third vertical 
joint between the bricks set on end.

It was shown that beauty of colour and form 
can be imparted to a person by the use of 
light according to a new method which has 
been developed by the company. Generally 
speaking, the ordinary conception of stage 
lighting is that light exists simply as a means 
of dispelling darkness, and that its function is 
“merely to reveal detail which is already 
inherent .in the people and objects on the 
stage. The Holophane demonstration showed 


- that this limited view is wrong, and that the 


features and costumes of artistes can be 
beautified and enhanced immeasurably by the 
skilful use of the lighting. 

No descriptive writing can convey the won- 
derful colour effects seen in the actual demon- 
stration which was given at the theatre in 
such items as ‘“‘The Queen of Spades,” a 
Russian item by Pushkin; a fantasy by 
Clifford Bax, entitled ‘‘ The Cloak”’; and 
“The Ladies of St. James’s,” by Austin 
Dobson. The scenery in nearly all pieces was 
simple in character. 

This new Holophane system has now been 
on the market for nearly three years, and 
installations have been carried out in 
restaurants, dance halls, cinemas and theatres 
in all parts of the country “and in certain 
foreign countries.
